The 
House is further Invited,to express 
the view that the Treaty should be 
followed by positive steps to secure 
the adhesion of Russia to the 
League and its participation in

A MALARIA CAMPAIGN. 


-GOVERNMENT URGED TO 
UNDERTAKE COMPREHENSIVE 
. SCHEME, ‘ 


Sanitary. Board , Discussion, 


At yesterday's meeting of the 
Sanitary Board, Dr. J. C. Maegown 
introduced a reselution, which was 
unanimousiy uccepted, urging the 
Government to undertake a 
thorough and comprehensive anti- 
malaria enmpaizgn. The meeting 
was presided over by Mr. N. L. 
Smith, and other members present 
were the Hon. Mr. H. T. Creasy, 
Dr. W. V.-M. Koch, Mr. .c. G. 
Alabaster, K.C., Dr. J.C. Maegown, 
Mr. S. W.. Tso, Mr. Wong Kwong- 
tin, Dr. W.. W, Pearse (Medical 
Officer of Health) and the Secre- 
tary (Mr. G, S, Kennedy Skipton); 
with Mr. D. Davies (assistant 
Serretary). 

. Prevalence of Malaria. . 

Dr, J. C, MacGown, pursuant, to 
notice, proposed: “That this 
Bonrd respectfully recommends 
that the Government take -such 
.steps as xre possible to undertake 
a thorough and’ comprehensive 
anti-malarial campaign.” His rea- 
sons for bringing forward the 
motion, Dr. “Macgown said, were 
two. Firstly, there had‘been a 
considerable incréase in the num- 
ber of cases of malaria this 
autumn, and many cases. of a very 
serious nature, | There: was no 
notification of malaria in this 
;Colony, but from his own. ex. 
perience and that of other practi- 
tioners, it was certain that the 
disease had been more prevalent 
latey than for a long time past. 
Secondly, there seemed to be no 
one department in the Colony res- 
ponsible for anti-malarial work. 
The Sanitary Department could 
with mosquitoes as a 
nuisance, The P. W. D. did some- 
thing in the way of drainage, .and 
the Botanical and Forestry Depart- 
ment cul down brusiwood. But 
there was 4 lagk of cohesion be- 
tween these departments. The 
P. C. M. 0. wag responsible to. the 
Government for health matters, 
but he had nothing to do with the 
Sanitary Board. It was impos- 
sible to expect the, Medical Officer 
‘of Health to deal with a very biz 


The most effective part of anti- 
malarial work consisted in, doing 
away with mosquito breeding 
grounds. Mosquitoes must breed 
in water, and if there were no 
pools of water for them to breed 
in, ‘there would no mosquitoes. 
Training of nullahs und drainage 
In many 
places building had overtaken and 
preceded anti-malaria! work,—at 
Repulse Bay for instance. Kow- 
loon wottld not be reasonably safe 
from malaria till all wet cultiva- 
tion was done away with and nul- 
lahs were trained right up to the. 
hills—work that should be aceom- 
plished gradually. The staff to do 
this would include engineers, 
necessarily.’ . 
Not a Medical Problem. 

It was not essentially a medical 
problem. Differentiation of trpes 
o° mosquitoes could be done by an 
entomologist, but he doubted whe- 
ther that was necessary, as the 
anopheline mosquito was prevalent 
allover the Colony and might 
easily be present in any ‘pool of 
water. 

A malarial survey by engineers 
would certainly help matters. Aa 
fur as the.New Territories were 
concerned Dr. Maegown did not 
they could be dealt 
with as long as wet eulti- 
vation went an. People whe 
lived in the _ country  muat 
take their own precautions. If 4 


‘tman huilt a house in the countr 


where no anti-malarial work had 
been “done, it was his own look 
out if he got malaria, but people 
living in the town and outskirts 
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should be safe. The mortality 
from malaria. every woek was be- 
tween. 20 and 30, It was always 


-a serious disease and had been the 


cause of many a man having to 
couse Work in the tropics, Other 
Colonies and tropical countries 
had undertaken anti-malarial work 
with great suceess—why should 
they lng behind them? ‘ 

It was work that should be going 
on all tha time, and its importance 
could not be over estimated; 
Tovre jvas no need to spend large 
sums of money oft it at present, 
but'at least preparations might ba 
made for putting anti-malarial 
work on,a sounder footing than it 
was, 

A Hardy Perennial, 

Dr. Koch, In seconding, describ- 
ed the subject as, a hardy peren- 
nial. During his period of service 
on the Board it had been discuss- 
ed at least three times and he had 
indiented the means by which 
malaria might be diminished, if 
not abolished. He doubted” whe- 
ther the Colony could very well 
undertake. campaign as exten- 
sively ag.it should be. done at the 
present time. The Sanitary De- 
partment and the Public Works De- 
partment had been doing their best 


in a small way to eradicate the 


mosquito, but if ther wanted to 
undertake it on a large scale, then, 
as he was reminded by a former 
Director of Public Works, they 
would have to get into China.’ He 
‘did not suppose that under present 
eircurmstances they could venture 
so far afield. There was no doubt, 
however, that malaria was very 
prevalent in the Colony, and was 
responsiblé for great mortality 
and economic loss. Malaria was 
very common among the labour- 
ing classes, who Dr. Koch said he 
might describe as the reservoir of 
malaria.’ The better classes had 
ways and means of combatting the 
activities of the mosquito, but 
these were not available to the 
lower “clusses, who were riddled 
with the disease. ~ 
If a campaign was undertaken, 
that campaign to be effective, Dr. 
Koch said, must be directed by one 
man, who should be in sole au- 
thority. ‘But such a campaign 
would cost an enormous sum of 
money; -he estimated that it would 
run into ten or twelve lakhs 
of dollars, and ‘whether it could 
be undertaken now was a question 
which he would not care to answer. 
At the same time, he thought Dr. 
Macgown’s reminder was timely. 
They could, however,..do something 
and every little helped. Work 
could go steadily on in the‘ hope 
of effecting some amelioration. 
Mr. Wong Kwong-tin put in a 
plea on ‘behalf of the vegetable 
growers in the New Territories, 
mentioning that to sprinkle their 
gardens with kerosene would 
destroy the crops and would .thus 
do away with the main source of 
vegetable supply for the Colony. 
Sanitary Board’s Work. 
The Chairman, in commendin 
the resolution to the careful con- 
sideration of the Board. expressed 
a doubt as to whether the present 
was a good time to ask for ‘a very 
expensive campaign. Indeed, the 
zeconder’s ,words suggested that 
it should not be so much of a 
campaign as a steady warfare, ex: 
tending. perhaps, beyond © their 
time. « | ; 
The Chairman proceeded to out- 
line, for the benefit of the mem- 
bers of the Board, the measures 
that are at present taken to com- 
bat mosquito breeding in the 
Colony. He pointed out that mos- 
quitoes breeding on private -pre- 
mises were very definitely within 
the province of the Sanitary De- 
partment. There were by-laws on 
the subject, with which members 
of the Board were familiar. The 
Inspectors, as they went round 
house cleaning, noticed a large 
number of such nuisances, report- 
taken. 
Similarly, if a member of the pub- 
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lic reported the prevalence of moa- 
quitoes, the premises were Inspect- 
ed und action taken. The same 
action was taken: whenever a cxse 
of malaria was reported from a 
Government Hospital: the ordinary 
procesy of. the law went on, and 
in the last, resort prosecution be- 
fore the Magistrate. A consider. 
able number of nuisances were ree 
ported and abated daily, the total 
number for last year being 436, 
Breeding on Crown Land. 
With regard to mosquitoes 
breeding on Crown Jdnd, the: posi- 
tion, the Chairman said, was not 
( The Sanitury De- 
partment had, by custom, for a 
long time, taken certain measures, 
In the urban districts proper, the 
Inspectors in charge of health 
districts were always on the look- 
out for potential breeding places 
on. Crown Innd in the ‘course. of 
their rounds; These they report- 
ed and action was taken. Similar- 
ly, the public very often reported 
such breeding places. Apart from 
the district inspectors, they had a 
Small gang working in Victoria 
and the Peak purely on anti-mos- 
quito work. They did ‘the whole 
place on a systematic programme, 
looking out for breeding ° places, 
oiling where it was expedient, do- 
ing a little filling occasionally and 
reporting to the Public. Works De- 
partment any bigger work required, 
As to the outlying districts of 
Kowloon, which was perhaps the 
most serious locality with its rapid 
expansion of urban. population, 
they had for some eight ot nine 
months another gang at work 
under a European Inspector. They 
had been doing nothing but oiling 
pools. In that district, the Chair- 
man thought members of the Board 
would agree that it was principally 
an engineering matter. In Febru- 
ary of this year he was authorised 
to read out a-list of the principal 
drainage works that had been done 
in that locality, and no doubt that 
work was being continued. The 
important point, was 
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that the} 


Drainage Authority and the Diree- 


tor of Public Works had definitely 
laid it down as an axiom that the 
abolition of water was the first 
consideration in opening out any 
new locality, Whether it was al- 
ways possible to carry that out to 
its final conclusion it was not for 


him to say, but it had been accept- 


ed as an axiom that before new 
building sites were sold, all the 
standing water had to be got rid 
of. 

The South of the Island. 

The third portion of Crown land 
he wished to refer to was on the 
South of the Island. There they 
hud had a Sanitary Inspector for 


‘the Jast 18 months, stationed at 


Aberdeen. A great deal of his 
tie was occupied in anti-malarial 
work, He had a regular pro- 
gramme of pools and nullahs 
which he oiled, and he used 35 gal- 
tons of oil a week, if anything 
could be gathered from that. He 


§}had also been putting in a certain 


amount of time at Shek-O although 


‘in due course that: work would. be 


handed over to the Shek-O Club. 

As regards undergrowth. clear- 
ing, the Sanitary Inspectors did 
that as regular routine, and apart 
from that.there were certain 
areas, where there were valuable 
shrubs which were looked after by 
the Botanical Department. 

That, he thought, was a sum- 
mary of the steps that had been 
taken. He did rot ‘mention the 
Territories because the Board did 
not function there, but no doubt 
when this motion, went to Govern- 
ment, the Goverment would 
naturally consider the New Ter- 
ritories together with the rest of 
the problem, though the New Ter- 
ritories was obviously a very diffi- 
cult question, He did. not think 
it was necessary for him to say 
anything more than to’ commend 
the Board’s mation. © ae: 

The motion was put to the meet- 
ing and was carried unanimously.

A Host of Irregularities. 


Some very interesting facta re- 
gult from medien) examinations 
made at the Chinese Y.M.C.A, ‘last 
month, ‘The people. examined at 
this health examination clinic 
numbered 132 and were mostly 
Chinese business men employed in 
Hongkong, representing’ the mid- 
die class. f 

A summarised report of the find- 
ings follows: ” ae 

Of 132 case, 101 had never been 
examined in their lives, There 
were 69 decidedly under weight 
and six were overweight, 

Examination of the eyes showed 
that 51 cases needed glasses at 
once and 39 had astigmatism. 

Eleven cases had heart murmur 
and 11 had hypertrophied heart; 
six had palpitation and two beri- 
beri. 

Lung examination showed that 
96 cases had Jungs. with apexes 
depressed and flat and with, tuber- 
enlosis, . 

Of. 182 cases, there showed a 
total of 1,083 decayed teeth and 11 
had a vers unhealthy condition 
of the mouth. and fetid breath, 

Under the heading of skin were 
found three cases of scabies, seven 
of acne, seven rush, two eczema 
and fow' growths. Seven had 
Hongkong foot and one jethyosis. . 

Eyes showed 25 had trachoma, 


-J one tosis, one cyst and one stye. 


Nutrition rating showed 47 
eases marked fair and 16 poor. 
“There were three men’ with de- 
fective hearing, four with, per- 
forated ear drums and one suffer- 
ing from otis meliay j 

Nose examination showed , 30 
cases of deflected septem, 26 with 
chronic catarrh, five with en- 
larged turbinals and 26 - nasal 
operations were recommended. 
Twenty-seven cases of enlarge 
tonsils were found, nine of 
adenvids and 23 operations. were 
recommended. A 

The examiners also found 14 
cases of flatfoot, 34 with irregular 
chests, -22 with: spinal deviation, 
29 with posture needing correc- 
tion, nine eases of piles, four of 
hernia and one of rheumatism.

ting forward tho idoa does so on 
‘the ground that these rickshas, 
now thut our streets are. go 
crowded with other traffic, con- 
stitute 2 public danger; especially 
from the fact that their pullers 
arrogate to themsolvos the right 
to break any and every traffic, 
regulation, just as they see fit. 
In support of this statement, he 
citee an incident which he 
witnossed yesterday. One’ of 
these vehiclos was dashing along 
the street at-a very fast pace, 
and u Chinese pedestrian who 
happened to be in the way was 
first pushed vigorously aside by 
onc of the pullers and then given 
a second push by another, with 
the result that he went flying 
against a building,, Despite the 
fact that the pedestrian was 
obviously hurt, the ricksha 
coolies dashed on, paying not the 
slightost heed to the man who 
suffered from their, treatment of 
him. This instance js merely 
one of many which are frequently 
lo be witnessed on the strects, 
Modern traflie conditions are 
gradually © but surely driving 
even the ordinary type of 
ticksha off the main thorough- 
fares of the city, and there 
certainly is no room to-day for 
these “three-pieco” type which 
rush sbout ‘narrow streets 
without the slightest regard to 
tho rights of ‘pedestrians.

This doesn’t quite limit central 
Washington’s pupulation to the 
unmarried, but it comes pretty near 
to limiting if to the childless.

two. rooms, but one, with bath. 
The priee is $100 monthly. That's 
a-feir average for such quarters.
